Letter of Oct. 30 Which Forced Ar- 
mistice Plea is Disclosed. 


LONDON, March 31.—In connection 
with the discussion which has been car- 
ried on in the German press‘as to

RUMANIA MENACED

The situation is more serious 
in Hungary, where daily conflicts take 
place between the Rumanians afd the 
Hungarians, who séem indisposed to 
yieid Trareylvania, boasting that they 
will not stibmit to the decisions of thé 
Paris Conferencé. Hungarian soldiers 
are persecuting knd even killing the 
population. 

But the situation is most critical on 
the Russian frontiér. Here the ménace 
comés both from e Bolsheviki and 
the Ukrainians, who, although . their 
causes differ, have thé same objects in 
view. The Bolsheviki hope to defeat 
the Rumanians, and, by starting a

Ex-Senator Says Party Must 
Repudiate Him or Embrace 
“Red” Doctrines. 


DENOUNCES THE CABINET 


Not One “Can Fairly Be Called 
a Democrat,” He Writes His 
New York Namesake. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Declaring 
that President Wilson is ‘‘a Socialist ’’ 
who has “‘ proscribed ‘‘ the real Demo- 
crats of this country,”’ ex-Senator Jo- 
seph W. Bailey of Texas has written to 
Leon O. Bailey of New York a letter in 
which the assertion is made that ‘* with- 
in the next two years the Democratic 
Party must ‘either repudiate President 
Wilson or it must embrace practically 
all of the Socialist doctrines.”’ : 

Mr. Bailey asserts that President Wil- 
son has driven the Democratic Party 
into a reluctant support of many social- 
istic measures, and ‘that before his 
term expires he will have committed us, 
unless his power in that regard is chal- 
lenged, irrevocably to socialism under 
the name of ‘ progressive Democracy.’ ” 

Declaring his belief that President 
Wilson is a Socialist; that he was elect- 
ed by Socialist voters in 1916 who had 
voted for Debs in 1912; that the Presi- 
dent excludes real Democrats from con- 
ference with him and takes into closest 
confidence semi-Socialists and Social- 
ists, Mr. Bailey says it seems to him 
that the time has come when ‘“ men 
who are not willing to become Soctalists 
must speak out.”’ 

Eix-Senator Balley’s letter was written 
in reply to one he had received from 
Leon O. Bailey of New York City after 
the ex-Senator’s recent speech at New-

“A Socialist preacher and teacher re- 
cently wrote a book entitled ‘ Woodrow 
Wilson and the World’s Peace,’ in 
which he describes the President as 
‘revolutionary beyond anything his 
words reveal, beyond anything his con- 
temporaries have discovered,’ and fur- 
ther declares that, ‘as compared with 
Woodrow Wilson, there are. socialistic 
spokesmen who are Bourbon in their 
understanding and their sympathy.’ 
The man who wrote that description of 
the President has, since the publication 
of the book in which it appears, been 
appointed by the President to represent 
the United. States at a most important 
conference. 

‘“*IT may not accomplish much aa a 
public and emphatic protest against the 
present trend of Democratic legislation 
and gdministration; but it is certain 
that I could accomplish nothing by re- 
maining silent, and when the disaster 
comes—as come’*it must, if we persist 
in our present course—I shall have the 
unspeakable satisfaction of knowing 
that I have done what I could to avert 
it.

his! DID. NOT: PRACTICE FRAUD 


WINNER ON APPEAL 


District of Columbia Court Up- 
holds His Discharge-on Writ 
of Habeas Corpus. 


French Government’s Charges De- 
clared Unfounded—Pierce-Arrow 
Commissions Legitimate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
today affirmed the action of Justice 
Gould of the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in ordering the release 
from custody, in habeas corpus proceed- 
ings last June, of Frank Joseph Godsol, 
former French soldier, arrested a year 
ago and charged with defrduding the 
French Government by alleged false pre- 
tenses of $1,500,000 in connection with 
the purchase of automobile trucks for 
war uses, 

The opinion of the Court of Appeals 
was rendered by Justice Robb, and was 
concurred in by Justice Van Orsdel. 
Chief Justice Smyth filed a dissenting 
opinion. 

The victory won by Godsol and his 
counsel before this court follows a year 
of litigation, begun last March when 
Godsol was arrested and held without 
bond on a complaint sworn to by the 
French Ambassador, Jusserand, for his 
extradition to France. Justice Hitz of 
the District Supreme Court sat as a 
committing Magistrate in the case, and 
held Godsol for extradition to France. 
Godsol’s counsel instituted habeas cor- 
pus proceedings, which were heard by 
Justice Gould, who ordered the release 
of the accused on July 29, 1918. When 
the Government appealed Godsolwas re- 
leased on $50,000 bail to await the action 
of the Appellate Court. He deposited 
Liberty bonds as bail. . 

Findings of Lower Court. 

Justice Gould held that the French 
Government did not seem to agree with 
the theory of the complaint as to the 
character of the false pretenses alleged 
to have been made by Godsol. 

‘*The testimony, admissible and h2ar- 
say combined,’’ said Justice Gould's 
opinion, ‘Zis entirely too meagre and 
inadequate to enable me to reach ‘the 
conclusion that there is probable cause 





to believe that Godsol made the rep- 
resentations set forth in the complaint.

SAYS JAPAN FAVORS LEAGUE 


But Dr. lyenaga Urges Amendment 
Granting Equality to All Races. 


Dr, T. Iyenaga, Director of the Hast 
and West News Bureau, an organiza- 
tion understood to expreds the views 
held in official circles in Japan, issued 
a statement yesterday strongly ‘ favor- 
ing the League of Nations, but urging 
amendments. On Japan’s attitude in 
favoring an amendment providing for 
equality of treatment by each race of 
every other race, he said: 

‘* Neither race, colom nor creed should 
stand in the way of equal enjoyment of 
rights and privileges accorded to the 
citizens of members ‘of the League. 
This proposition should not, however, 
be construed as the assertion of the 
right of unrestricted immigration. Im- 
migration is per se a domestic problem. 
It becomes an international question 
only in ease the laws enacted happen 
to infringe upon or violate the rights 
accorded by the treaty to the other 
high contracting party. A sovereign 
State has, of course, every right to 
— and enforce its own immigration 
aws 


Clothing Gifts Swamp Red Cross. 

So many New Yorkers waited until 
Sunday to bundle up their old clothing 
that the seventy receiving stations 


throughout Manhattan were swamped 
yesterday.

It was a cheering spectacle to see an 
audience at Aeolian Hall last night that 
packed the house to the doors and over+ 
flowed on ‘the stage in true Josef Hof’ 
mann fashion. ‘Beethoven was the’ at- 
traction and, incidentally, Harold Bauer 
and Jacques Thibaud. The occasion was 
the third and last concert of Beethoven 
violin and piano sonatas, and three of 
the master’s works in this form were 
played: A major, opus 12; ¥~ major, 
opus 24, and the A major-A minor, opus 
47, mightiest of the ten, better known 
as the Kreutzer; also the object of vili- 
fication from the pen of a man of 

genius, the tone-deaf Tolstoy. Thus if 
Dot precisely three periods were rep- 
resented, there was sufficient variety. to 
please an apprecfative audience. The 
Haydnesque moods of the A ior and 
F major sonatas were well-suited to the 
interpretative style of the two artists. 
But in the opening allegro of the 
Kreutzer we missed the leonine paws of 
Beethoven. All was favor and pretti- 
ness, the tragic accent not felt. The 
drama took place behind closed doors. 

The .violinist, Jacques Thibaud, Bye 
with elegance, is technically finish 
musical; but the stern, virile ethrsieae 
of Beethoven were not tem ramentally 
Sympathetic to him. Mr. Bauer seemed 
repressed throughout, and while the sen- 
suous element was brought out in the 
slow movements, the saccharine. side was 
not afar.

The fundamental failure of the Paris 
Peace Conference arose. from its re- 
fusal to accept responsibility for the re- 
habilitation of Russia, the Central Em- 
pires, and the Balkans. It is not enough 
to send food a good advice. What 
has been pach all along is Kindly and 
constant help in political and economic 
reorganization. Lafge .and efficient 
commissions, composed of persons who 
understood those whom they. went to 
help, should have’ been sent to every 
capital and large city of Central and 
Bastern Burope as soon as conditions 
permitted their eafe: travel. A single 
regiment of the American. Army in- 
cludes some 8,500.men. That. number 
of. experts in political and eco ré- 
organization, their work directed by men 
of progressive attitude and socialized 
thinking, would ‘have turned chaos into 
order and stability, ‘and quickly led 
those nations out of the wilderness. 
Vast numbers of these people are fil 
both physically and mentally. There is 
& specific disease of the nervous sys- 
tem even among the better fed portions 
of the populations, which {s due to lack 
of fats in their diet. This disease pre- 
vents concentration of mind and the use 
of the will. At.best the task presented 
was and is colossal. But Paris has 
lacked the vision; the knowledge, and 
the organized personnel even to begin 
this task with any hope of, success. 

The imperative duty of ‘the Confer- 
énce has been very clearly indicated in 
that most able pamphlet Published un- 
der the name of General Smuts of South 
Africa. Referring to ‘the Governments 
lately included in the Russian and Cen- 
tral Empires and Turkey as being th a 
State. of “liquidation,” General Smuts 
observed : 

Burope has been reduced to tts’ origi- 
nal ‘atoms. For the moment, {ts “politi- 
cal structure, the costly result of «6 many 
centuries. of effort, has disappeared. But 
that estate of affairs must te looked 
upon as temporary. The creative process 
in the political t of h ity 
cannot be paralyzed; thea materials . lie 
ready for a new reconstructive task, to 
which, let.us hope, ‘the courage and genius 
of Western civilization will prove equal. 
* * © My broad contention is that the 
small, embryonic, unsuccessful Leagues of 
Nations have been swept away, not | to 
leave ‘an empty house for national in- 
dividualism er afiarchy, but for a large 
and better League of Nations. Burope is 
being liquidated,.and the League of Na- 
tions must be heir to this great estate. 

The peoples left behind by the decom- 
position of Russia, Auatria, and Turkey 
are most untrained politically, many of 
them either incapable of or deficient in the 
power of self-government; they are mostly 
destitute and will require niuch nursing to- 
ward economic and political independence. 
If there. is going to be a scramble among, 
the victors for this loot, the future of 
Europe must, . , be despaired of. 
The application ofthe spotis system at this 
most solemn juncture in the history of

That statesmaniike and far-seeing ut- 
terance represented and still represents, 
of course, much more than the per- 
sonal opinion of Genéral Smuts. It no 
doubt expressed the settled policy of 
the British Government and of itsa-Peace 
Delegation at the Conference. It was 
made the veritable foundation of the 
British conception of the League of Na- 
tions. Why did the British view never 
predominate? Because the .Conference 
was persuaded to discuss theories and 
generalities for over two. months and 
shut its eyes to the stupendous prob- 
lems which lay directly across its proper 
course. As regards a Russian policy, 
Mr. Lloyd George no doubt showed 
weakness as well as Mr. Wilson. . To 
a mind at a distance, which watches 
quietly, it is hard to understand why 
the Conference could not perform two 
pieces of business at once.. A sub- 
commission might have conducted the 
«ntire’ discussion of the League of Na- 
tions, while the main body gave ‘itself 
to the task. of assisting Central and 
astern Europe, or vice versa. 

Dr. Miihion recently said to me in 
Berné: 

‘*I profoundly regret thatthe :Allies 
did not insist upon the unccnditional 
surrender of Germany. From the point 
of view of the fundamental interest of 
the German people it would have been 
much better for us had our represen- 
tative at the armistice in November 
last offered unconditional surrender. 
That would have. given us democratic 
Germans an opportunity of conducting 
a bona fide democratic reorganization of 
Germany.”’
